Knit to size. There Is nothing 
more discouraging or Irritating 
to the knitter than to find that 
the jumper that has taken many 
hours to produce is misfit, Why 
is St, she may ask, that haying 
searched for and fowmd the 
right pattern with the Nght 
bust measurement, it ‘should be 
a misfit? . 

The answer, of course, js that 
no two are the same 
shape ‘ ond the best woy of 
ussuring a good fit ty to knit to 
size, That means getting the 
pattem for the right bust size, 
the wool recommended and the 
correct needles, But it also 
méans that the knitter must take 
othcr measurements too—with 
the ald of a friend If necessary. 

Knitting should be regarded 
In the same Ught as dressmak- 
ing, and measurements should 
be preciso, The distance be- 
tween armpit and nftural 
waistline, the Jength- from the 
shoulder to the hem of the 
garment (or where It is required 
to end) should be noted. The 
shoulder width, from neck 
edge .out to the top of the 
sleeve, and the sleeve measure- 
ments (both over and under- 
arm) should also be taken. 

With the ald of these measure. 
monts the knitter should make a 
paper pattern or, as on altcr- 
native, use as a pattern a well- 
fitting garment from her 
wardrobe, 1 

As personal  measurentents 
may vaty considerably from the 
pattern, the size of the garment 
may be adjusted, by adding or 
subtracting to the number of 
pattern rows when working up 
the garment. When working 
crosswise, adjustments’ may be 
made by knitting more or fewer 
stitches, This ‘can be done in 
the casting or or in the number 
of increases or dccreasts, 

Tension.. This {s most im- 
portant, and it is the knitter's 
degree of accuracy that usually 
makes her either “hopeless or 
really akillod. Those who knit 
tightly should use needles a size.

However, he would not 6 
surprised Jf the Japanese raised 
thelr unfavourable trade balanye 
with Australia, In the first nine 
months of the present fAnancial 
year Japan had a trading deficit 
of 241 millon with Australia.

AIR POLLUTION 

Some surprising facts and 
figures have been brought to 
light on the subject of alr pollu- 
tion in Sydnty. A scientific oM- 
cer of the  Ipdustrial Hygiene 
section of the Health Depart- 
ment. Mr J. L, Sullivan has 
completed two year’s survey for 
the State Government's Smoke 
Abatement Committec. 

He reported that growing 
cities and towns in Austraia 
should begin taking precautions 
against. air pollution and smog. 
Sydney's location and atmo- 
spheric conditions made pollu- 
tion Kass serious than in other 
party of the world. 

Sydney's average “fall out" of 
dust ond) soot over o square mile 
in one month In 1954 wos 25 
tons, Im Martin Ph the 
“fall out” was nearly 27 tons 
The worst part.of Sydney for 
air pollution wna the Pyrmont- 
Ultimo area, which had a “fall 
out’ of 45 tons. 

The worst area Im the state 
for pollution was Port Kembla 
which had! an avorag® “fall out” 
of 60 tong a square mile a4 
month, This sometimes in- 
ereassd to 180 toms, 

NOT DANGEROUS 

Fortunately this “fall out’ 
was not dangerous to health, It 
comprised particles of dust and 
soot which had settled, It was 
hot to be confused with ‘smog, 
walch: was smoke mixed with 
Og. 

Mr Sullivan satd that sorne 
parts of Sydney did have 
“mog potential". A definite 
brown layer ike chocolate icing 
hung over some parts of the city, 
Winds usually blew it sway 
from the city, and Jt did not 
settle as It did in cities which 
were in ao valley. 4

“fall out’ he had measured, ale 
bling ae conecrols to health, 
cou a, danger to industry. 
“Some fitms have sought infor- 
mation from us because of this,” 
ho said.
